Warrant for Town Meeting. 


(lL. S.) Tothe inhabitants ofthe town of Canaan, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next at eleven 
o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

1 ‘To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk, 
three selectmen, treasurer, ov erseer of the poor, one library 
trustee for three years. 

2. Tochoose by major vote one or more collectors of 
taxes, surveyors of lumber, feuce viewers, sealer of weights 
and measures, measurers of wood and bark, weighers of 
hay and straw, cemetery agents, and such other officers 
and agents asthe town may judge neccessary to be chosen. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of the poor and other town charges. 

4. ‘To see how much money the town wi 
raise for the support of highways for the year ensuing. 

5. To see if the town will vote to apply for state aid 
under law of 1905, for the repairs of highways. 

6. To see if the town willvote for one highway dis-— 
trict under chapter 29, laws of 1893, or elect the number of 
districts by Chapter 29, Laws of 1899. 

7. Tosee if.the town will vote to unite in company 
with the town of Enfield in purchasing a steam roller and 
stone crusher and raise money to pay for the same. 

9. To see if the town will vote to purchase a five ton 
road roller and raise money to pay for the same. 

8. To seeif the town will vote to purchase a steam 


oller and stone crusher and raise money to pay for the 
same.

10. Tosee if the town will vote to accept of three 
hundred dollars by the will of the late A. L. Williams for 
the care and maintenence of the West Farms cemetery. 

11. To see if the town will vote to accept of the twelfth 
section of A. L. Williams’ will and raise money for the 
same, wherein he gives the town of Canaan five hundred 
dollars for the establishment of a free public library in said 
town, provided and upon condition that said town shall 
raise the further sum of five hundred dollars within four 
years of his decease. 

12. Tosee if the town will voteto accept Item 2 in 
A. L. Williams’ will in which he gives the town of Canaan 
one hundred dollars to be put at interest for the care of the 
roadside at the West Farms cemetery. 

13. To see it the town will vote to exempt from tax- 
ation for a term of years anyone that will build a se-vmill 
at Canaan Center. 

14. To see if the town will vote to build a new fence 
at the street cemetery and raise money for the same. 

15. To see if the town will vote to increase the second 
and third class license fee.

Report of the Board of Health. 


The Board of Health submit the following report : 

We have had quite a lot of sickness the past year from 
contagious diseases. In the Spring we had thirty cases of 
measles in different parts of the town, none of which proved 
fatal. Later in the season we had much sickness from ty- 
phoid fever (some twenty cases in all) most of which was 
caused by drinking water from the well of Albert Packard, 
at West Canaan. Certain parties claiming that some one 
had purposely placed poison or other filth in the well, sam- 
ples of the water were sent to the State’s chemist at Con- 
cord for examination and the well was closed to the use of 
the public. The analysis showed nothing that could crim- 
inate any one, but that the cause was a natural one. The 
well was finally cleared out by order of the Board, and af- 
ter due time again examined by the State Board and pro- 
nounced all right and opened for use. One death resulted 
from this cause. We have had one mild case of diphtheria. 
All these cases were duly reported to the secretary of State 
Board. lLagrippe has been and is prevalent in all parts of 
the town, almost every family receiving its share, but so 
far we have heard of no fatalities. Early in June the 
usual ditch complaint was made to the Board, and after 
consulting the selectmen, the same was cleaned out at the 
expense ofthe town. Aside from this we have had no 
complaints of any nuisance.

The School Board of Canaan ca School District, 
make this their fourteenth annual report by presenting the 
following : 

A two year course in the high school has been ap- 
proved by H. C. Morrison, state superintendent. 

This allows the scholars from the Canaan town dis- 
trict, and surrounding towns to come here for the purpose 
of schooling, and their tuition shall bepaid by the town or 
district from which the scholars are sent. 

The school board asks the hearty co-oreration of the 
parents, especially in the Canaan town district, to send their 
children here. By giving us their support the school board 
would be abie to get a three or four year course, of high 
school approved, which will prepare the pupils for college. 


; School Board. 
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For the past yearin the primary room, there has been 
an average attendance of over forty scholars ; this is too 
many for one teacher, and the school board recommends 
that the primary and intermediate as now called, be graded 
as follows: Primary, grades 1 2 and 3; intermediate, 
grades 4, 5 and 6; grammar, grades 7 and 8. 

This will mean an extra teacher, but as there has been 
about eighty scholars registered in these two rooms during 
the last year, this change will have to be made sooner or 
later. The state schedule says : ‘‘School Boards are cau- 
tioned that not more than thirty pupils should be assigned 
to each teacher.’’ 

There is plenty of room in the building to accommo- 
date the proposed change. 

This matter should be thoroughly discussed at the 
coming school meeting.
